man juſt ſet up in buſineſs; to which thoſe 
who have ſerved their times to Members of 
the Corporation are liable as well as others. 
Added to this has been the humane conſi- 
deration likewiſe of not exacting from per- 
ſons in flender circumſtances a ſum of 


money at Once, which they could not con- 


veniently afford to pay. 

Another has been, the difficulty of find- 
ing out thoſe who practiſe Surgery, as it 
is notorious, that beſides many who have 


their names with the epithet of Surgeon on 


their Signs, or over their Doors, or on ſome 
Fou of their houſes, to announce to the 


ublic their pradiſing as ſocks and *

by theſe notices, are oſtenſible Walke for 
E Corporation to put the Laws in force 
on; there are others who have never given 
themſelves the name of 8u ROEON on their

the Company, and letters ſent to them by 
the Clerk, have taken down their title of 
SURGEON, to evade the Law, and avoid 
the examination and fine; though they | 
have afterwards practiſed Surgery in as 
open a manner as any Member of the Cor- 
tion.

Fiſt, in regard to curing the ſeveral ae 5 
of the Venereal Diſeaſe, Which appears in 
ſo many different ſhapes; there can be no 
doubt but that it is the province of the 
Phyfician and Surgeon; but as in a great 
number of thoſe caſes, where only a Go- 
norrhœa is the complaint, it would (or 
might be thought) too expenſive for many 
to employ a Phyſician or Surgeon ; beſides 
the general cuſtom (particularly of women) 
of firſt revealing to an Apothecary their 
complaints, when they find it neceſſary to 
employ any part of the Faculty; let it 
1 permitted to the Apothecary to treat 
and cure this Als having been pre- 
viouſly examined, in reſpect to his ſkill in 
that particular point, either by the College 
of Phyſiciaris, or Company of Surgeons, 
and licenſed accordingly ; for which he 
ſhould pay a fine of 5/. 56. and an annual 
tax of one guinea, to be divided equally 
between them. And as the Itch is chiefly 
among the poorer claſs of People, let that 
be included in the licence, 5 chiefly 
cured by an external application. 
Another circumſtance will come under 
conſideration, and though it may be diffi.

ſcribed to all Apothecaries, who may be 


concerned in fuch employment. I mean 


the caſes in which the Apothecary takes 
upon him a chirurgical part, and where 
he muſt do fo in compliance wich the 
deſire of the Patients, or their Friends and 
Relations, which daily happen; and not 
requiring any great chirurgical knowledge 
or kill, are oftner referred to the care of 
the family Apothecary, than to the Sur- 
geon. Theſe are burns and ſcalds, flight 
contuſions or ſprains, ſmall ſuperficial and 
not dangerous cuts, punctures, or wounds 


by contuſion, inflammations in different 


parts, particularly of the eye and milky 


breaſts, hæmorrhoids, and old ſores or 


uicers, by perſons who think an Apothe- 
cary's knowledge of Surgery equal to the 
.care of them. As it would be almoſt 
impracticable to prevent this, likewiſe 
an infringement, in ſome meaſure, of the 
liberty of the ſubject, and in ſome caſes of 
immediate neceſſity for aſſiſtance, even 
prejudicial to the Community, yet as it 
takes away a great deal of that buſineſs

And a, 
when it is conſidered that of late, the 
buſineſs has fallen greatly into the hands 
of men, many of whom are Apothecaries, 
ſame Army and ſome Navy Surgeons, and 
that the continuance of our ſpecies is in 
the very firſt inſtance ſubmitted to their 
care and conduct; it muſt be deemed 
highly neceſſary they ſhould undergo a 
previous examination, before they are al- 
lowed to practiſe. For which reaſon. 
when a public examination is made, one 
or more of the Gentlemen belonging to the 
Corporation, who are Men- Mid wives, 
ſhould be preſent, and the perſon under 
examination for Surgeon, ſhould be aſked 
if he intends practiſing Midwifery; to 
which if he anſwers in the affirmative, he 
ſhould be examined on that head; and if 
in the negative, be informed his Diploma 
will not authoriſe him to do that; but 
that if hereafter he ſhould incline to practiſe 
Midwifery, he muſt ſubmit to a future 
examination in that branch, and pay an- 
other ſmall fine, ſuppoſe 51.

The neceſſity of this is apparent, for 
many Surgeons both of the Army and 
Navy, e themſelves of the Act

place, ſettled themſelves in different 
Towns, and called themſelves Surge 
ons, and Men-Midwives, although it was 
almoſt impoſſible for them (particularly 
the latter) to have had an opportunity of 


making themſelves Maſters of that i impor- 


tant manœuvre. Youths but juſt eman- 
cipated from their apprenticeſhip to. a 

Surgeon or Apothecary, wha never practiſed | 
Midwifery, who have perhaps negligently 
followed one courſe of Lectures on Mid- 
wifery, on the ſtrength of that, with al- 
moſt beardleſs chins, have had the hardi- 
neſs and preſumption to call themſelves 
Men-Midwives; and ſometimes (too of- 


ten) to procure themſelves reputation for 


a ſpeedy delivery of a Woman in that 
painful and important Criſis, have made 
uſe of forcible means, even to the death of 


the Child; when by waiting a proper time, 


they might have proceeded, ſafely, natu- 
rally and effectually. 


It may be objected, in regard to the 


examination of the Gentlemen who practiſe 


Midwifery, that a great part of that buſineſs 
ſtill armin, and will always remain, in 


the 


K 
the hands of Women. There is no Joubt 
but it will; for many from delicacy and 
cuſtom will always employ Women in that 
office, except in caſes of neceſſity. But 
it appears to me no very difficult, nor in- 
decent thing, to ſubject Women to a 
neceſſary examination of their capacity for 
that employment, by perſons appointed, on 
particular days ſelected for that purpoſe only. 
Let the ſine for ſuch examination be ex- 
ceedingly ſmall, and their annual pay- 
ments not more than five ſhillings; direct 
their names to be printed on the ſame ſheet 
of paper as the liſt of Surgeons is, as an 
addition to that; and pointing out thoſe 
who have paſſed a neceſſary examination for 
that purpoſe, will moſt probably make 
them be choſen in preference to others who 
have not, if any ſuch there be, after a law 
is made to ſubject all to a penalty who 
practiſe Midwifery, without previouſly 
having undergone a due examination, for 
which they ſhould have a certificate of 
licence properly ſigned by the authorized 
examiners. Nor can a Woman deem it 
an indecent act, or bordering upon im- 
modeſty, to ſubmit to an examination by 
a Man, upon a ſubject on which they 
: frequently r receive inſtruction. 
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| Empiricks and Quacks of whatever de- 
nomination, though Members of the Col- 
lege of Phyſicians, or the Corporation of 
n if they vend, or diſpoſe of for 


money, any medicines or applications, or 


empower others to do it. And (being not 


Members or Licentiates of the 3 or 
Corporation) if they receive fees or money 
in any way for their advice or opinions in 
inſpecting of urine, or any maladies; 
ſhould be ſubjected to the payment of a 
quarterly tax at the rate of 5/. per cent. 
per annum, be obliged to give in upon. 
oath, an account of what they eſtimate 
he: clear profits; and have a licence 
granted annually for the ſame by the Col- 
lege of a, or the Corporation of 
Surgeons; thoſe chiefly relative to Phyſick, 
by the College; thoſe to any part of Sur- 
gery, by the Corporation; and thoſe that 
partake of both, or, where it cannot be 


decided to which it properly belongs, to 
be licenſed from either; and all the monies 


ariſing from this tax, to be equally divided 


between the College and Corporation, 


under a penalty of one hundred guineas for 


every year they neglect obſerving the law.

nation at once for the three ſeparate before 
mentioned branches, at 12/. 12s. the fine, 
and an annual tax of 5/. 5s. 
In order to diſcover any perſons, who 
ſhall practiſe Surgery contrary to the Laws 
of the 2 and Act of Parliament, 
or neglect to take out Licences for practiſa 
ing Midwifery, or any part of Surgery, or 
vending Medicines, or Applications, the 
names of all the Members of the Company, 
Licentiates in any branch, and examined 
Midwives, ſhould be printed on one or 
two ſheets of paper, and annually be deli- 
vered to the Churchwardens of every Pa- 
riſh, within the limits granted by the Act, 
: which ſhould be extended from ſeven to 
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6 
twelve miles from the Royal Exchange : The 


Churchwardens, under a penalty, ſhould 


be obliged to have them fixed up on the 
Church .doors, and in the Veſtry room, for 
public inſpection; a reward offered to any 


perſon who ſhall diſcover an offender, and 


the Beadle of the Company receive a pre- 
mium likewiſe for every information he 
gives of an offender. And I think it 
would alſo greatly conduce to the benefit 
of the Corporation, if all Apprentices to 
Members, for the future, ſhould be obliged. 


to be bound at the Hall, under forfeiture 


of their Privileges as Apprentices to Citt- 
zens for non-compliance. 


The Maſter, Wardens, &c. ſhould an- 


nually publiſh, at leaſt THREE times in all 


the Papers, Advert: iſoments of the ſaid Re- 
ſolutions, with the penalties incurred for 
non-compliance. 
To conclude. The beginning of any 
plan of utility 1 is very often imperfect, but 
theſe imperfections are removed in time;

ſhall fix upon ſuch regulations as they 
think proper; which Committee ſhould 
be choſen at the next annual meeting, to 
take theſe matters. into conſideration, and 
when they have come to ſome reſolutions, 
make a report of the progreſs they have 
made to the Maſter, Wardens, and Court 
of Aſſiſtants; and when they are ſettled and 
approved by them, the Committee ſhould be 
directed, in the name of the Company, to 
apply to the College of Phyſicians, and Com- 
pany of Apothecaries, for their concurrence 
and aſſiſtance, to agree and fix upon proper 
Powers to be granted by Parliament to the 
College of Phyſicians, and Companies of 
Surgeons and Apothecaries.—Theſe im- 
portant ſets of men having agitated, de- 
| bated, and agreed upon what is neceſſary 
to be aſked for, and given to them, there 
can be no doubt but proper attention will 
be had by Parliament, and every thing 
granted them, conſiſtent with the welfare 
of the Public; and as a charitable Fund 
will be of great importance and ſervice to 
the whole Community, as well as par- 
ticular perſons, I heartily recommend it to 
your warmeſt and molt zealous ſupport. 
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
